Attacks on Women 


POLICEMAN IS KILLED 


AND ALDERMAN WOUNDED 


M OBILE, Ala.. Oct. 2.—Roy Hcyle, 
a special officer of the Mobile and 


Ohio railroad and one 
of the 
most 


\vUiely known and be=t liked men In 
this vicinity, was 
fncally 
shot 
and 
Alderman Sidney Lyons, chairman of 
thr city council of Mobile, was slight- 
ly wounded in the hand, in a fight at 
'h-i county jail, between sheriffs and 
n crowd determined to get Dick Rob- 
irson, a young negro. 
The mod is 


.-till hunting the negro and thivaten- 
inr to lynch "him if captured. 
The 


negro, who is only 17 years old, to- 
day attacked Ruth, the 12-year-old 
daughter of Blount So.ssnman, who 
lives about three 
miles 
from 
here. 


Thv girl was passing a secluded spot 
not far from her home when she was 
si tacked. 


Girl Found Unconscious 


Later she was found lying uncon- 


scious by the road side and was taken 
t.> her homo. 
Detectives were placed 


on the track of the negro and within 
trrep hours he was captured. 
He 


•wa« taken before the Sossaman girl. 
•\vhc at once identified him. 
Sheriff 
Patch, knowing that the life, of the 
nepro would be taken by a mob if 
he brought him into this city, caused 
him to be conveyed to a station sev- 
< ral miles up the Mobile and 
Ohi.> 
railroad. 
He was not taken to th<- 


jail at all, and was 
at. least 
eight 
rr.iles from the city when the mob. 
determined to have him. approached 
the building. 


Theie have been several assaults 


upon white women 
within 
the last 


few weeks, and tho news of this latest 
outrage caused intense 
wrath 
and 
excitement. 
As early as 6 o'clock in 


tho evening, crowds of men commenc- 
ed to gather in the down town streets 
and by 6:3(1 five hundred men had 
f.-imeC at the intersection of Iloyal 
and Dauphin 
streets. 
The 
crowd 


•was harrangued by several speakers, 
v.-lio urged thorn to lake the life of 
the negro if he could be found and in 
a short time tho entire crowd was on 
th,- march to the jail.

mation. 
Governor Taft said that he 


would take up this subject later, not 
having time now to give it the neces- 
sary attention and said that when the 
mutter did come up he would in- 
vestigate personally all cases which 
might require his attention, in order 
thai justice be dour-. 


>'o Trouble Feared 


The fact that General Guzman is 


acting in sincere cooperation is 
be- 


lieved to preclude trouble of any con- 
sequence in the work of disarming 
the rebels in Santa Clara province, 
and no fears of disorder are enter- 
tained. 
While the departure today 
from 
Havana of Ex-President Palnia was 
the most important event of the last 
ewenty-four hours, tho former presi- 
dent left the capitol so quietly that 
the public did not realize he had gone 
until the news was given in the after- 
noon.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Nevada's Metropolis 


U 


NDER the above heading1 the Denver Min- 


ing Record has the following to say con- 


cerning Reno and its ambition to become the' 
leading trade and mining center of Nevada: 


Reno is bidding at a lively rate for the balance 


of business, commercial and financial, of Nevada. 
Reno claims better residence facilities than the gold 
camps. It al.so lays claim co being the logical and 
commercial center of the mineral region. And, as 
though to back its assertion0, some of the heaviest 
operators of the districts are moving to Reno, estab- 
lishing homes and settling down to as peimanent a 
future as the human kind can have. 


Of course, GoUlfield might flic an objection. As 


it is where the metal is produced, why should it not 
be the supply center of the mineral belt? Reno says 
Croldfleld .should not be all thes>e things, and as 
though to get ready to prove it, a mining exchange 
is started in that city, with some of the most promin- 
ent members of the Goldfield exchange as officers. 
Perhaps they believe that by taking the bull by the 
horns, they can operate in Goldnelda nd keep the Reno 
exchange wherever they will be. At the same time 
we know that the heavy trading for trie Cripple Creek 
district has always been done at Colorado Spring?. 
We know that when the exchange at Cripple Creek 
went into decline, the one at the Springs picked up 
and sot the business. Color.'ido Springs has been a 
beautiful residence city for years. Cripple Creek and 
Victor are mining- camps 
And .so Reno comes for- 


ward crying facilities and desirability, and bidding 
for its .share of the business. Whether Reno suc- 
ceeds or not, we must admit that it has something to 
its claims that may some day give it a place, despite 
the fact that Reno was cordially disliked during- the 
early days at Tonnpah and Goldfield for the merci- 
less ridicule its papers extended to the Xe\ada gold 
districts. 


To all of the above, except the last sentence, 


the journal will cheerfully subscribe. 
We are 


charitable enough to believe that the Record has 
been led into the error of giving currency to a 
baseless and slanderous rumor through ignorance 
rather than malice. 
The papers of Reno have 


never, at any period in the history of the great 
mining camps to the south, indulged in "merci- 
less ridicule of the Nevada goklfields. ' On the 
contrary they have published columns upon col- 
umns of matter, interviews and statistics, etc., in 
an endeavor to acquaint the world of the riches 
of the country. 


Unfortunately for Reno, perhaps, all 
who 


went to the southern camps in the early da\s did 
not profit as much as they expected. As a result 
many of the disappointed ones were stranded in 
this city and the lobbies of the hotels became the 
loafing place for as select a crowd of "knockers" 


as any community was ever cursed with. 
The 


people of Tonopah who visited Reno naturally 
mistook this delectable crowd of nondescripts for 
citizens of this community and carried back with 
them the impression that all Reno people were 
on a par with these disgruntled strangers, and 
that one of our chief industries was to meet peo- 
ple at the trains and endeavor to dissuade them 
from going on to Tonopah and Goldfield. 
So 


firmly fixed became this impression that the peo- 
ple of Reno finally ceased to combat it, but 
trusted to time aud a clear conscience to dissi- 
pate the false and injurious impression. 
How 


much Penn lias suffered from this unjust accu- 
sation can never be estimated in dollars and cents, 
but gradually those who were loudest in con- 
demning Reno are beginning to realize that it 
was all a mistake, and as a result many of the 
leading men of the southern country arc acquir- 
ing homes and business interests in this city. 
Reno welcomes then 
heartily 
and holds no 


grudges against her sister communities of 
the 


mining districts for what is past, and we believe 
that they will find that they as well as ourselves 
have suffered from the intemperate and slander- 
ous accusations that have been made. 


To the charge that Reno never fully appreci- 


ated the vastncss of the mineral deposits to the 
south of us, we have only to say that we are not 
alone. 
Even the most sanguine and enthusias- 


tic believer in Tonopah and its riches could not 
have foretold or predicted with 
any 
tangible 


basis the tremenuous output of that section that 
now takes the form of ore shipments aggregating 
millions per month. 


Nevada had sc long been accustomed to being 


alluded to the the "Cinderella,, of the sisterhood 
of states that sh'j has not even yet awakened to a 
full realization of what her suddenly acquired 
riches means to her. We are not intoxicated 
with our good fortune—we are simply dazed an<» 
to those who are inclined to criticise us for not 
rising to tl;r full eno\ment of our prosperity we 
can only say that when we have become some- 
what accustomed to our changed conditions we 
may be able to take our position and wear our 
new clothes like one "to the manner born.''
